Applicant's request for reconsideration has been fully considered but is unpersuasive. 



Applicant argues that Maclnnis does not teach setting alpha to a value proportional to a value of a specific pixel. One has to look no 
further than dependent claim 4 to see that this argument is incorrect. Claim 4~which directly depends from claim 1 and therefore must 
be consistent with claim 1 --states that the alpha value is set to zero when a pixel is set to zero, and that the alpha value is set to unity 
when the pixel is other than zero. This claim is consistent with claim 1 because an alpha value of 1 is proportional to a pixel that is 
greater than zero because the alpha value is greater than zero and thus moves up when the pixel value moves up. Thus, by applicant's 
own admission, the limitation of claim 1 is met by this type of system.. 
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
